Origin  of  Arminianism , What  It  It  and  How  Dif- 
ferent from  Sovereign  Grace. 

Possibly  there  are  some  Baptists  wjio  would 
like  to  know  when  and  by  whpm  A.minian- 
ism  originated,  or  rather  by  whom  it  was 
formulated,  for  the  Spirit  of  Atminianism  has 
been  in  the  world  ever  since  tine  fall  of  Adam. 
Indeed,  all  men  are  natural  bom  Armmiins. 
,1  will  quote  from  the  writings  of  Rev.  R.  L. 
Dabney;  D D.  of  the  l’rtsbyleriau  church. 
He  says:  Early  in  the  171^1  century  the 

Presbv  teiian  church  of  Holland  * * * 

was  much  troubled  by  a series^  of  uew  school 
minority  headed  by  one  of  its  teachers  and 
professors,  James  Harmriiseii;  iu-Lalin  Ar- 
tninius,  hence  ever  since  Arniinians  Chuich 
and  State  have  always  lietn  united  in  Hol- 
land, hence  civil  govvrn  merit  took  up  the 
quarrel  Prof..  Harnieusen  (Arminius)  ard 
his  party  were  rtquired  to  appear  before  the 
State's  General  Congress  and  say  what,  their 
objections  were  against  the  dojetrines  of  their 
own  church  which  they  had  freely  promised 
in  their  ordination  vows  to  teach.  Arminius 
handed  in  a writing  in  which  he  named  five 
points  of  doctrine  concerning  which  be  and 
his  friends  either  differed  or  doubted.  These 
points  were  virtually  original  sin,  uncondi- 
tional predistiuatiorii  invincibje  grace  iji  con- 
version, particular  r<[deiuptioq  aud  persever- 
ance of  saints.  4 * * As  the  debate 

went  on  the  differences  of  the  Arniinians  dis- 
closed fhemselves  as  being  under  a pretended 
new  name,  nothing  In  the  world  but  the  old 
semi-pelagianism  wljich  had  been  plagueing 
the  churches  for  a thousand  yeats,  cousin 
german  of  the  Socitiian  or  Unitarian  creed- 
Virtually  it  denied—

Why  Men  do  Not  Attend  Church  Services.

That  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  ques- 
tions that  confronts  the  religious  world,  is 
evident  from  the  space  it  is  occnpyipg  in  the 
columns  of  out  religions  papers,  and  journals. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  ten  million 
men  in  the  United  States  that  are  not  con- 
nected in  any  way  with  Any  church,  and  that 
nine-tenths  of  the  people -who  do  attend  re- 
ligions services  are  worsen. 

If  this  be  a true  statement  of  things  the  con- 
dition is  alarming',  and  I believe  it  can  be 
demonstrated  by  any  p^tor  or  member,  who 
will  make  the  test  at  t&eir  regular  Sunday 
services  or  at  prayermeet^ng.  For  every  effect 
there  must  be  a e*use,  and  (of  this  shameful 
Effect  there  must  be  a cause,  and  one  of 
Sufficient  magnitude  to  enlist  the  interest  of 
every  Christian,  that  it  [may  be  found,  and 
in  the  name  of  God  whom  we  serve,  be  re- 
nfoved.

Now  the  treason  why  they  do  not  want  to,  is 
the  thing^hat  should  claim  onr  attention.

Capt.  N.  B.  Crawford,  of  Atlanta,  Miss., 
has  introduced  a bill  to  amend  intersection

• “ The  Legislature  of  the  State  'of  ^Missis- 
sippi shall  not  authorise  any  county 

judicial  district,  city  or  town  to  ^become  a 
stockholder,  or  donatt  of  aDpropriage  to  any 
company,  corporation  or  association,,  unless 
a majority  of  the  qualified  electors!  ydting  in 
such  county,  county  judicial!  district,  city  or 
town,  at  a special  ejection  jor  general  elec- 
tion to  be  held  therei  i,  shall  assent  thereto; 
nor  sjiall  any  bonds  or  other  ey^Jedces  of 
deftt  be  delivered  (jo  any  cqni pa Associa- 
tion or  corporation  u^jlil  the  railroad  or  fac- 
tory shall  have  been  built  and  in  running 
order  to  or  at  the  poit ^designated  in'the  law 
providing  for  the  election  before  referred  to; 
nor  shall  the  Stock  taken,  or  amount  appro- 
priated, be  greater  thfin  ten  (|>er  icetIL'of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  j the  property,  real  and 
personal,  owned  by  tljje  tax-payers  living  in
